AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) — The 
Rev. Ralph DavM Abei'nathy 
says a 100-mile march across 
Georgia to protest the slaying of 
six Negro men during racial 
violence here will begin Tues- 
clay. 


Abernathy, presidenit of the 
Southern Chi'istian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC), announced 
plans for the march—firom Per- 
ry in central Georgia to Atilanta 
—here Sunday as funeral serv- 
ices were held for five of the six 
victims. 


The sixth service was to be 
held todiay. 


Abernatliy, who spoke for 
•bout 15 minutes at the final 
rites for 20-year-old 
Sammy 
McCullough, said the 
march 
would be led b> an old farm 
wagon, pulled by two mules and 
carrying six empty coffins. 


The mule-drawn wagon was 
the symbol for the SCLC's 1968 
Poor People's March on Wasli- 
ingtcn. 
And in the funeral 
procession of tihe organization's 
first president, Dr. Martin Lu- 
ther King Jr., tihe coffin wa« 
carried on a mule-dirawn wagon. 


Abemathy said the walk from 
Perry, siite of other recent ra- 
cial demonstrations, would be 
climaxed Saturday in Atlanta 
with a rally and a march on the 
jelate capitol.

Vietnam Cease-Fire Starts; 
Cambodia Slowdown Seen 


SAIGON 
(AP) — U. S. and 
South Vietnamese offensive op- 
erations across South Vietnam 
were ordered halted today for 24 
hours, but 35,000 allied tioops 
pushed ahead with drives inside 
Cambodia. 


The cease-fire declared by the 
Saigon government went into ef- 
fect at noon in observance of the 
anniversary of Buddha's birth- 
day. But allied forces in Cambo- 
dia were not affected and nei- 
ther were artillery bases in 
Vietnam supporting the opera- 
tions in Cambodia. 


VC May Not Go Along 
There was no indication fiom 
the Viet Cong whether they 
would go along with the cease- 
fire. 


One new 20-mile thi'ust into 
southern Cambodia took 10,000 
South Vietnamese troops and 
200 American »advisers to the 


town of Takeo, 40 miles south- 
east of Phom Penh. Newsmen 
said 
Cambodian 
paratroopers 
had retaken the town a week 
ago, but the South Vietnamese 
claimed 211 North Vietnamese 
and 
Viet 
Cong killed during 
their di'ive. 


Town Recaptured 


Cambodian forces with South 
Vietnamese air support on Sun- 
day also recaptured the town of 
Kompong Cham, 50 miles north- 
east of Phnom 
Penh, from 
North Vietnamese troops who 
penetrated it on Saturday. Ra- 
dio reports indicated the town 
was quite today, but four batta- 
lions of North Vietnamese were 
believed still around the town. 


Twenty miles south of Phnom 
Penh, Viet Cong and North Viet- 
namese forces blew up a bridge 
and encircled the town of Tram 
Khnar, on one of the main high- 


ways 
between 
the 
Cambodian 
capital and the coast. It was one 
of 
the 
closest 
advances 
to 
Phnom Penh reported so far.

GIBRALTAR 
(AP) — The 
Italian liner Raffaelo and the 
Norwegian 
tankei* 
Cuyahoga

school remain closed for the two 
weeks left in the current term 
as a memorial to two students 
slain Friday at Jackson State 
College in Jackson, Miss. 


In Jackson, about 3,000 per- 
sons attended memorial serv- 
ices Sunday for the two young 
Negroes who died in a fusillade 
of police gunfire. The mourners 
then marched without incident 
to the Jackson State campus. 


U.S. 
Atty. 
Gen. 
John 
N. 
Mitchell was due in Jackson to- 
day to confer with Mayor Rus- 
sell Davis. Several investiga- 
tions into the shooting are under 
way. 


The Black Student Union at 
the University of Utah planned 
a memorial service Tuesday at 
12:30 a.m.—the hour at which 
the Jackson students died. 


The 
13,700-student 
campus 
was still under a state of emer- 
gency order issued by Gov. Rob- 
ert E, McNair, and the National 
Guard was on standby. Student 


protests last week resulted in 
more than 100 arrests. 


Illinois Gov. Richard B. Ogil- 
vie released Sunday the last of 
tlie state's National Guardsmen 
assigned to duty near college 
campuses. 


The 1,100 guardsmen at South- 
ern Illinois University in Car- 
bondale were relieved of duty 
after most of the school's 22,000 
students left the campus. 


Market Not Always 


^Bad Tinte^ Indicator 


WASHINGTON (AP) — If the^ 
stock market were to be be- 
lieved, the economy would be in 
for a whopper of a recession. 
But the market is more often 
wrong than right as a foi-eteller 
of disaster. 


Economists inside and outside 
Washington 
generally 
agree, 
privately at least, that a reces- 
sion is in progress. Almost 
unanimously they appraise it as 
shallow and brief, turning into 
recovery by summer or fall. 


By contrast with the loss of 
roughly one-fourth of the paper 
value of stock holdings—about 
1200 billion—corporation econo- 
mists foresee a 1070 decline in 
profits averaging not more than 
5 or 10 per cent from last year's 
record of $94.3 billion. 


As in each market slump of 
recent years, business experts 
recall the comment of Paul 
SamuelMo, 
Masaachuiettf 


stitute of Technology 
econo- 
mist. who said: 
"The stock 
market has predicted eight of 
the last three recessions." 


Government economists say 
that if Samuelson's 
tally 
is 
brought up to date, it becomes 
11 out of the four postwar reces- 
sions. 


To that list may be now added 
the 25.7 per cent drop from the 
peak of the bull market in De- 
cember 1968, to this month. The 
question whether there is a 
recession 
must 
be answered 
"probably," economists agree. 


They also agree it will be a 
mild one. 


An administration official- 
one in close touch with the fi- 
nancial markets—suggested the 
stock market is a better reflec- 
toi' of the state of public confi- 
dence and Wall Street's own 
morale than an indicator of eco> 
nomie trutba. 


Truckers Okay 


Pact, Report 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A new 
three-year 
contract 
covering 
more than 425,000 Teamsters 
has been approved by a wide 
margin of the union member- 
ship, according to an informed 
source. 


Although exact figures were 
not available, the contract was 
carried by a large vote, the 
source said, indicating a fonnal 
union announcement was ex- 
pected today. 


The mail ballots were counted 
over the weekend, two weeks 
after they were sent out to rank 
and file, and more 
than 
six 
weeks after the old contract ex- 
pired at midnight March 31. 


In spite of the ratification re- 
port, several thousand Team- 
sters continued their strikes in 
Los Angeles and Chicago, where 
they are seeking higher wages 
than the national pact si>ecified. 


And there was no indication of 
how steelhaulers in five stales 
would be affected. Some 12,000 
drivers have sought autonomy 
from the Teamsters union and 
as a result, their votes were to 
be counted separately from oth- 
er drivers. 


The national settlement pro- 
vides for a 50 cent hourly wage 
increase over the first yeai', an- 
other 25 cents July 1, 1971, and 
35 cents moie July 1, 1972. 


The hourly hike applies to 
about 325.000 city truck drivers 
who have been earning an aver- 
ag« of 14 go lioiir.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Thou- 
sands of the nation's young, 
turning their backs—at least for 
the moment—on the politics of 
the street, have plunged into the 
democratic process in search 
for an end to their frustrations. 


Many thousands of students, 
their teachers and their friends 
have thronged Washington since 
U.S. troops entered Cambodia 
and four Kent State University 
students were killed by Ohio Na- 
tional Guardsmen. 


Some came to demonstrate in 
the streets, but a significant 
number were taking part in 
their first experience in Ameri- 
can politics, hoping it would be 
the answer. 


"Frustration has built up to 
where it must have an outlet," 
said David Feffer, a student at 
the University of NorUi Caro- 
lina. "And if political involve- 
ment can let it out, it may be 
the best way to solve our prob- 
lems." 


"It is the best hope we have," 
said Rep. Allard K. Lowenstein, 
D-N,Y., who has been cam- 
paigning to keep student dissent 
within the democratic sysetm. 
"God willing, it will change the 
country."

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Brink Of Violence 


One of the most unfortunate moments in 
the annals of Northern Michigan University un­ 
folded the morning: of May 13. 


A group of black students appeared at the 
residence of Dr. John X. Jamrich, university 
president, in the pre-dawn hours to present a 
pi'eposterous demand that he order classes halt­ 
ed for the remainder of the semester in recogni­ 
tion of the killing’ of six blacks in Augfusta, Ga., 
during rioting following the beating death of a 
black teen-age jail prisoner there. 


Dr. Jamrich reported the meeting following 
a threatening phone call he liad i*eceived from a 
person who identified himself as a black student 
demanding cancellation of classes and threaten­ 
ing damage to campus buildings if the demand 
wasn’t met. Later in the morning it was discov­ 
ered that four homemade fire lx>mbs had been 
thrown into Kaye Hall but had not exploded and 
that other minor damage was committed at tliis 
building and others on the campus. 


Regardless of wiio was responsible for the 
telephone call and the firebomb tossing, the en­ 
tire episode was deplorable. 
A demand 
that 
clases be halted three weeks in advance of the 
end of the semester is simply beyond reason. 


The incident served only to exacerbate an 
already embittered relationship betM^een stu­ 
dents and the comunity, a relationship that re­ 
grettably has deteriorated with each new expres­ 
sion of defiance.

The misguided actions of Wednesday morn­ 
ing are rendered all the more tragic by coming 
at the very moment when another segment of 
the student population w^as making a sincere 
and commendable effort to try to impi’ove com­ 
munications with the community. We are con­ 
vinced that this group w^orking toward construc­ 
tive relations with the community represents by 
far the majority of those enrolled at Northern 
Michigan University. Nevertheless, the actions 
of a few have jeopardized, if not crippled, the 
laudable objectiveness of the representatives of 
the majority. 


The hope remains that this will be only a 
temporary setback and that those seeking a posi­ 
tive approach to student problems will continue 
to work toward this goal in spite of the addition­ 
al handicap they now face. 


Tliere also is hope that we have seen an end 
to the acts that have gone to the brink of vio­ 
lence on the Northeni Michigan University cam­ 
pus. Tlie community is disgusted, frustrated, 
confused, alarmed and totally 
unhappy 
over 
what it has witnessed in recent days. It cannot 
tolerate a step beyond the brink — and neither 
can the university. 


Prisoner Help? 


Darrell Beaudo, an inmate of Marquette 
State Prison, sent a letter to The Mining Journal 
a t Marquette containing a sensible suggestion. 


“For a long time 1 have been thinking of a 
way to help clean up the roadside litter and pol­ 
lution in the Upper Peninsula,” he wrote. “If a 
gi’oup of the most trusted inmates of my trusty 
division were given a chance to help, we could 
clean up the waterfronts (beaches, etc.) and 
roadsides. Many here are proud of our Upper 
Peninsula, and we would like a crack at keeping 
or helping to keep it clean also.” 


Tliere is absolutely nothing wrong with Mr. 
Beaudo’s suggestion. In fact, there are many 
precedents for just this type of assignment for 
prison crews. In the south, inmates work out­ 
doors constructing roads. In Michigan, pnson 
trustees have worked outdoors to check blister 
rust (which might be losely desciibed as a form 
of “natural pollution”). Marquette Prison in­ 
mates did some work in Presque Isle Park years 
ago, and prisoners wwking out of coiTections- 
consei*vation camps at Alberta in Baraga County 
and Shingleton in Alger County have peifoiTned 
a wide variety of outdoor tasks. 


There obviously is plenty of work to be done 
In cleaning up roadsides, lake fronts and stream 
banks. Tlie operation would not put anyone out 
of a job because no one is doing the work thor- 
oucrhly now. There are plenty of inmates avail­ 
able. 


Why, then, isn’t it being done? 
Prison officials say the coirections depart­ 
ment doesn’t have the manpower to supervise 
the work and that the security responsibility 
cannot be turned over to other agencies. 


Nevertheless, the proposal has so much to 
recommend it tiiat it seems that state and local 
officials would do well to conduct a joint study 
of the matter to see if some program can be 
drafted to permit use of prison and jail inmates 
on anti-litter and anti-pollution work assign­ 
ments.

COLUMBIA, S.C. — Gov­ 
ernor Robei*t McNair, who has 
been running the state of South 
Carolina for five years, is a 
quietly exasperated man. He 
ha.s thrown himself into the 
business, 
started 
by 
former 
Governor Ernest Rollings (now 
a U.S. Senator), of idustrial- 
izing the Carolina scene in a 
brave attack on poverty, ig­ 
norance, and hookworm, only 
to see some of his allies of a 
year ago walk out on him. The 
reason for his dilemma is the 
sometimes perverse magic that 
resides in the new word “ecol­ 
og y ” 


Last year, of course, the big 
word in this neck of the woods 
was “poverty.” Senator George 
McGovern’s select committee on 
nutrition and human needs iiad 
listened to testimony in Wash­ 
ington about worms and de- 
diciency diseases in Beaufort 
and Jasper counties in the Car­ 
olina Low Country and had 
then proceeded to raise the roof 
about it. Among the most fer­ 
vent anti-poverty protesters be­ 
fore the t'ommittee was Charles 
Fraser, the enterprising creator 
of the magnificent new coastal 
recreation and resort area on 
the sea island of Hilton Head, 
where he “grows golf courses 
and tennis courts and things 
like that.” Nobody can fault 
Mr, Fraser for failure to do 
somthing for South Carolina, 
and 
nobody could fault 
his 
answers 
to 
Senator 
Yar­ 
borough’s questions about round 
worm and hookworm in Beau­ 
fort County, either. 


“If I brought in a jar of one 
child’s roundworms,” .said Mr. 
Fraser, “a great many people 
would be thoroughly nauseated 
by It. It is not good diainer table 
conv€i*sation. It is the s<5rt of 
thidig that is left unsaid, undis- 
cussed, and unreported through­ 
out the United States.”

Mr. Fraser’s Hilton Head de­ 
velopment gives welcome em­ 
ployment to a wliole army of 
bus boys, gardeners, golf cad­ 
dies, cooks, waiters, cleaning 
women, 
and

which means that he has been 
doing his best to take poor 
people in the Beaufort area off 
the relief (and parasite) stan­ 
dard of existence. But the Hil­ 
ton Head vacation land, just 
taken by itself, is not enough. 


With a five per cent unem­ 
ployment rate, and with 1,790 
families with incomes of less 
than $1,000 a year, the need for 
income in the Beaufort and 
Jasper coastal region remains 
glaring. 


Senator Hollings, wiio is on 
the spot with his liberal col­ 
leagues in Washington, spoke of 
the need for a wide distribut- 
tion of free food stamps, hot 
breakfasts 
and 
lunches

plant, would do to disturb the 
shrimp and fish spawn of the 
Carolina tidelands. A shrimp 
boat, run by a small black co­ 
op on Hilton Head, went all the 
way to Washington to deliver 
some shrimp to Secretary of the 
Interior Hickel and make a plea 
for the ecological status quo. 


Senator Hollings, who had 
been South Carolina’s pioneer 
job recruiter, made a rapid 
.switch to a “neutral” position; 
he wasn’t tampering with the 
conservationists on the eve of 
Earth Day. The German chemi­ 
cal company, which had pro­ 
mised to meet any anti-pollu­ 
tion standards that the state of 
South Carolina proposed, re­ 
treated to a thoroughly mysti­ 
fied position as it waited for 
Secretary Hickel and Governor 
McNair to compose their dif­ 
ferences about a quarrel be­ 
tween 
“responsible 
conserva­ 
tionists” and “pa*eservationist 
consei'vationists.” As for Charles 
Fraser, the developer of the 
Hilton Head recration and re­ 
sort complex, he and his friends 
came down hard against the 
idea of bringing a chemical 
plant to the area. With their 
vacation 
paradise, 
they 
had 


caused enough change; they 
didn’t want any more. 


At the moment it looks as 
though ecology were winning 
over the concern for poverty in 
Carolina. But is it really a fight 
between ecology and man's need 
for jobs? There is more to this 
than meets the eye, and the bat­ 
tle, as we shall see in a sub­ 
sequent column, has just been 
joined.

twelve sure ti-icks. 


Schenken would have gone 
down had West had the queen 
of clubs, or had East held the 
Q-lO-x-x of trumps, or had East 
held the ace of hearts, or if East 
had held the king of spades and 
West had led a spade. 


North was extremely pleased 
by the outcome of the hand, 
which was directly ti-aceable to 
his highly optimistic sei'ies of 
bids.

This is no time for rejecting 
each other, but a time for find­ 
ing each other. As long as there 
is encouragement to get tough­ 
er the walls will be built high­ 
er. There are problems and 
tensions 
working 
inside the 
people who protest. They may 
be based on fact or fantasy, but 
for the people who have them, 
they are real. Real problems do 
not just go away. They must 
be dealt with. They don’t clear 
up because someone says they 
don’t exist or aren’t worth all 
the furor. Dissent can be con­ 
trolled by a show of force, but 
the source of the dissent will 
not be satisfied. This means 
tliat dissent will erupt again, 
probably more violently. 


A headache will not go away 
if one ds kicked in the stomach 
a few times; it just doesn’t 
seem as im portant for a while.

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Brink Of Violence 


One of the most unfortunate moments in 
the annals of Northern Michigan University un­ 
folded the morning of May 13. 
A group of black students appeared at the 
residence of Dr. John X. Jamrich, university 
president, in tile pre-dawn hours to present a 
preposterous demand that he order classes halt­ 
ed for the remainder of the semester in recogni­ 
tion of the killing of six blacks in Augusta, Ga., 
during rioting following the beating death of a 
black teen-age jail prisoner there. 
Dr. Jamrich reported the meeting following 
a threatening phone call he had received from a 
person who identified himself as a black student 
demanding cancellation of classes and threaten­ 
ing damage to campus buildings if the demand 
wasn’t met. Later in the morning it was discov­ 
ered that four homemade fire Iwunbs had been 
thrown into Kaye Hall but had not exploded and 
that other minor damage was committed at this 
building and others on the campus. 
Regardless of who was responsible for the 
telephone call and the firebomb tossing, the en­ 
tire episode was deplorable 
A demand 
that 
clases be halted three weeks in advance of the 
end of the semester is simply beyond reason. 
The incident served only to exacerbate an 
already embittered relationship between stu­ 
dents and the Comunity, a relationship that re­ 
grettably lias deteriorated with each new expres­ 
sion of defiance.

The misguided actions of Wednesday morn­ 
ing are rendered all the more tragic by coming 
at the very moment when another segment of 
the student population was making a sincere 
and commendable effort to try to improve com­ 
munications with the community. We are con­ 
vinced that this group working toward construc­ 
tive relations with the community represents by 
far the majority of those enrolled at Northern 
Michigan University. Nevertheless, the actions 
of a few have jeopardized, if not crippled, the 
laudable objectiveness of the representatives of 
the majority. 
The hope remains that this will be only a 
temporary setback and that those seeking a posi­ 
tive approach to student problems will continue 
to work toward this goal in spite of the addition­ 
al handicap they now face. 
There also is hone that we have seen an end 
to the acts that have gone to the brink of vio­ 
lence on the Northern Michigan University cam­ 
pus. Tile community is disgusted, frustrated, 
confused, alarmed and totally 
unhappy 
over 
what it has witnessed in recent days. It cannot 
tolerate a step beyond the brink — and neither 
can the universev. 


Prisoner Help? 


Darrell Beaudo, an inmate of Marquette 
State Prison, sent a letter to The Mining Journal 
at Marquette containing a sensible suggestion. 
“For a long time I have been thinking of a 
way to help clean up the roadside litter and pol­ 
lution in the Upper Peninsula/’ he wrote. “If a 
group of the most trusted inmates of my trusty 
division were given a chance to help, we could 
clean up the waterfronts (beaches, etc.) and 
roadsides. Many here are proud of our Upper 
Peninsula, and we would like a crack at keeping 
or helping to keep it clean also.” 
There is absolutely nothing wrong with Mr. 
Beaudo’s suggestion. In fact, there are many 
precedents for just this type of assignment for 
prison crews. In Hie south, inmates work out­ 
doors constructing roads. In Michigan, prison 
trustees have worked outdoors to check blister 
rust (which might be losely described as a form 
of “natural pollution”). Marquette Prison in­ 
mates did some work in Presque Isle Park years 
ago, and prisoners working out of corrections- 
conservation camps at Alberta in Baraga County 
and S in gleton in Alger County have performed 
a wide variety of outdoor tasks. 
There obviously is plenty of work to be done 
In cleaning up roadsides, lake fronts and stream 
banks. The operation would not put anyone out 
of a job because no one is doing the w’ork thor­ 
oughly now’. There are plenty of inmates avail­ 
able. 
Why, then, isn’t it being done? 
Prison officials say tile coirections depart­ 
ment doesn’t have the manpower to supervise 
the work and that the security responsibility 
cannot be turned over to other agencies. 
Nevertheless, the proposal has so much to 
recommend it that it seems that state and local 
officials would do well to conduct a joint study 
of the matter to see if some program can be 
drafted to permit use of prison and jail inmates 
on antilitter and antipollution w’ork assign­ 
ments.

Poverty, Ecology 
Collide In Carolina

COLUMBIA. 
S.C. — Gov­ 
ernor Robert McNair, who has 
been running the state of South 
Carolina for five years, is a 
quietly exasperated man. 
He 
has thrown him self into the 
business, 
started 
by 
former 
Governor Ernest Rollings (now 
a U.S. Senator), of idustrial- 
izing the Carolina scene in a 
brave attack on 
poverty, ig­ 
norance, and hookworm, only 
to see some of his allies of a 
year ago walk out on him. The 
reason for his dilemma is the 
sometimes perverse magic that 
resides in the new word “ecol­ 
ogy.” 
Last year, of course, the big 
word in this neck of the woods 
was “poverty.” Senator George 
M cGovern’s select committee on 
nutrition and hum an needs had 
listened to testim ony in W ash­ 
ington about worms and de- 
diciency diseases in Beaufort 
and Jasper counties in the C ar­ 
olina Low Country and had 
then proceeded to raise the roof 
about it. Among the most fer­ 
vent anti-poverty protesters be­ 
fore the com m ittee was Charles 
Fraser, the enterprising creator 
of the m agnificent now coastal 
recreation and resort arca on 
th e sea island of Hilton Head, 
where he “grows golf courses 
and tennis courts and things 
like that.” Nobody can fault 
Mr. Fraser for failure to do 
som thing for South Carolina, 
and 
nobody 
could 
fault 
Ins 
answers 
to 
Senator 
Y ar­ 
borough's questions about round 
worm and hookworm in Beau­ 
fort County, either. 
“If I brought in a ja r of one 
child’s roundw orm s,” said Mr. 
Fraser, “a great m any people 
would be thoroughly nauseated 
by it. It is not good dinner table 
conversation. It is the sort of 
thing that is left unsaid, undis­ 
cussed, and unreported through­ 
out the United States.”

As for Charles 
Fraser, the developer of the 
Hilton Head recitation and re ­ 
sort complex, he and his friends 
came down hard against the

This is no tim e for rejecting 
each other, but a time for find­ 
ing each other. As long as there 
is encouragem ent to get tough­ 
er the walls will be built high­ 
er.

problems 
and 
tensions 
w’orking 
inside the 
people who protest. They may 
be based on fact or fantasy, but 
for the people who have them , 
they are real. Real problem s do 
not just go away. They m ust 
be dealt with. They don’t clear 
up because someone says they 
don’t exist or aren’t worth all 
the furor. Dissent can be con­ 
trolled by a show of force, but 
the source of the dissent will 
not be satisfied. This m eans 
that dissent wdll erupt again, 
probably more violently. 
A headache wdll not go aw ay 
if one as kicked in the stomach 
a few tim es; it just doesn’t 
seem as im portant for a while. 
In fact, it m ay wind up being 
worse.

Can Negotiate Treaties 
The President has the power 
to negotiate treaties, but must 
get the advice and consent of 
the Senate. 


The balance that exists under 
this arrangement has been a 
seesawing one for 180 years. 


Strong presidents and times of 
crisis have tended to enlarge 
presidential 
powers. 
Congres­ 
sional influence has bloomed in 
otlier. more peaceful adminis­ 
trations. 


For the most part, 19th cen­ 
tury presidents were more in­ 
chined to observe congressional 
perogatives in foreign affairs 


direction, 
decisively 
rejecting 
several 
proposals ’ last week. 
That in itself should be suffi­ 
cient notice that even if the Sen­ 
ate does adopt any of the sever­ 
al measures before it, they are 
unlikely to go any further. 


Would Affect Nixon 


But that is not to say Senate 
approval of a proposal to with­ 
draw financial support from the 
war, or even the Cambodian 
campaign, would not have a 
profound effect on President 
Nixon. No presidential policy is 
likely to last very long or be 
very effective without majority 
support of the people’s elected 
representatives. 


There has been much talk in 
Congi'ess in recent years, reach­ 
ing a ci’escendo since Nixon 
sent U.S. troops into Cambodia, 
that Congress should assert 


than their 20th century succes­ 
sors, although Presidents of ev- 
eiy era have sent U.S. troops 
abroad without o b t a i n i n g 
congressional appi’oval. 


Difference Noted 
The difference between then 
and now is mainly the dilfer-

The powLM’ to declare war.

war-making, has become mean­ 
ingless. 


Undersecretary of State Nich­ 
olas Katzenbach told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee in 
1967 that in a war of limited ob­ 
jectives, such as in Vietnam, a 
declaration of war would not re­ 
flect the limited objectives. And 
in international affairs general­ 
ly. he said, a war declaration 
has become obsolete. 


Power Used Extensively 


During the last two decades 
the presidential power to com­ 
mit U.S. tJ oops to battle without 


j prior approval by Congress has 
been used extensively—in Ko­ 
rea, Lebanon, the Dominican 


With the United States deeply 
involved in Southeast Asia and 
Hie future course of events there 
V€i*>’ uncertain, the President, 
as commander-in-chief, has a 
strong constitutional basis for 
conducting the war as he sees 
fit 


To say that Congress has the 
constitutional power to stop fi­ 
nancing the war doesn’t dimin­ 
ish the President’s constitution­ 
al power to conduct it. If both 
should choose to go the full 
route, 
tlie resulting 
imi>asse 
would produce a constitutional 
crisis of unprecedented projxjr- 
tions. 


T^at the Vietnam war and not 
tlie balancing of constitutional 
powers is the real issue in the 
Senate is indicated by the di- 
rcctly opposing views taken by 
Sen.

Fulbright Hits Plan

Classified Ads dost Little, 
But Do A Big Job! 
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Post Office Pilfering 
Losses Are Staggering

WASHINGTON (AP) - Mil­ 
lions of dollars in merchandise 
and money are being stolen 
from the U.S. mails by a face­ 
less ne’v criminal: the pilfering 
postman. 


Credit cards, cash, Christmas 
gifts, guns, rich stocks, checks 
for charity, and even Treasury 
shipments have been vanishing 
from the mails in gi-owing num­ 
bers. 


Officials can’t put a precise 
dollar figure on the theft losses, 
but the nation's top postal cop. 
Chief Inspector William J. Cot­ 
tar, said: 


Total Loasea VnknowB 
“We handle billions of dollars 
a day in the mail, and when I 
say it (the losses) would go into 
the millions, that might be 
low.” 


Arrests of postal workers for 
theft 
and 
rifling 
mail 
have 
Jumped by one-half in less than 
two year?, now running well be­ 
yond 1,100 a year. 


The pei'centage of postmen 
dipping into the mail—usually a 
sorting clerk rather than the 
fi'iendly neighborhood maUman 
—is very low. But losses still 
run high. 


Anytlilnff That Moves 
An Associated 
Press 
study 
across the country shows any­ 
thing that moves may be prey 
for some postmen: 


1. It took more than two 
months before the Post Office 
even fbund out that a registered 
envelope sent by air mail from 
New York City to Boston was 
missing. The contents: $15 mil­ 
lion in stocks and bonds. 


*n>e Wall Street firm that suf­ 
fered the loss isn’t alone. A top 
inspector 
in New York City 
said, “There are several firms 
down there that have lost mil- 
liona of dollars in securities in 
the mails over a period of 
time."

An unending river of riches 
moves through the U.S. mails 
every day. Most of it gets to its 
destination. The very vastness 
of the mails keeps many items 
of value hidden from tight and 
assured of safety. 


Diamond merchants often use 
the mails rather than messen­ 
gers. Stocks go by mail. So do 
mink coats, money, candy, tax­ 
es, toys, bill payments, millions 
of 
social 
security 
checks 
a 
month, and sometimes even the 
kitchen sink. 


82 Billion Pieces Moved 
The Post Office moves 82 bil­ 
lion pieces of mail a year. Its 
complaints about mail appar­ 
ently lost or stolen last year ran 
to about 1 million—a tiny per­ 
centage. but people don’t com­ 
plain about missing letters that 
weren’t of any value. 


Postal files show arrests of 
mailmen are on the rise. The 
count for the past ten months 
has hit 1.189. already suprassing 
the recoixi total for the previous 
fiscal year. 


The figures mean that roughly 
1 out of every 500 iwstal em­ 
ployes is anested for theft each 
year. 


BIk Cities Worse 


In big cities, the percentage is 
probably worse. One-third of the 
arrests so far this year have 
been in the New York area.

There ai*e stix>ng indications 
that mail order housies may be 
suffering sizable losses of their 
packages, but Cotter’s top as­ 
sistant for criminal investiga­ 
tions, C. A. Miller, won’t give 
any details. 


“You’re not gonna get Char­ 
ley Miller here to identify firms 
that have had mail losses. We 
don’t want to alarm the public,” 
he said.

One of the most unfortunate moments in 
the annals of Northern .Michigan University un­ 
folded the morning of May 18. 
A group of black students appeared at the 
residence of Dr. Jolm X. Jamricli. university 
president, in the pre-dawn hours to present a 
preposterous demand that he order classes halt­ 
ed for the remainder of the semester in recogni­ 
tion of the k illing of six black s in Augusta, Ga., 
during rioting following the heating death of a 
black teen-age jail prisoner there. 
Dr. Jamrich reixirted the meeting following 
a threatening phone call he had received from a 
jK^rson who identified himself as a black student 
demanding cancellation of classes and threaten­ 
ing damage to campus building's if the demand 
wasn’t met. Later in the morning it was discov­ 
ered that four homemade fire Iwmhs had been 
thrown into Kaye Hall hut had not exploded and 
that other minor damage was committed at this 
building and others on the campus. 
Regardless of who was res[>onsil)le for the 
telephone call and the firebomb tossing, the en­ 
tire episode was deplorable. 
A demand 
that 
clases be halted three week s in advance of the 
end of the semester is simply beyond reason. 
The incident served only to exacerbate an 
already embittered relationship between stu­ 
dents and the comunity, a relationship that re­ 
grettably lias deteriorated with each new expres­ 
sion of defiance.

The misguided actions of Wednesday morn­ 
ing are rendered all the more tragic by coming 
at the very moment when another segment of 
the student population was mak ing a sincere 
and commendable effort to try to improve com­ 
munications with the community. We are con­ 
vinced that this group work ing toward consti'uc- 
tive relations with the community represents by 
far the majority of those enrolled at Northern 
Alichigan University. Nevertheless, the actions 
of a few have jeopardized, if not cripplefl, the 
laudable objectiveuess of the representatives of 
the majority. 
The hope remains that this will be only a 
temporary setback and that those seek ing a posi­ 
tive approach to student problems will continue 
to work toward this goal in spite of the addition­ 
al handicap they now face. 
Til ere also is hone that we have seen an end 
to the acts that have gone to the brink of vio­ 
lence on the Noi-thern Michigan University cam­ 
pus. The community is disgusted, frustrated, 
confused, alarmed and totally 
unhappy 
over 
what it has witnessed in recent days. It cannot 
tolerate a step beyond the brink — and neither 
can the university. 


Prisoner Help? 


Darrell Beaudo, an inmate of IMarquette 
State Prison, sent a letter to The Mining Journal 
at Marquette containing a sensible suggestion. 
*‘For a long time T have been think ing of a 
W'ay to help clean up the roadside litter and pol­ 
lution in the Upper Peninsula,” he wrote. “Tf a 
group of the most trusted inmates of my trusty 
division \vere given a chance to help, we could 
clean up the waterfronts (beaches, etc.) and 
roadsides. ^lany here are proud of our Upper 
Peninsula, and we would lik e a crack at k eeping 
or helping to k eep it clean also.” 
There is absolutely nothing wrong with Air. 
Beaudo’s suggestion. Tn fact, there are many 
precedents for just this type of assigniment for 
prison crews. Tn the south, inmates work out­ 
doors constructing roads. Tn Michigan, pnson 
trustees have work ed outdoors to check blister 
rust (which might be losely desciibed as a form 
of “natural pollution”). Marquette Prison in­ 
mates did some work in Presque Tsle Park years 
ago, and pi’isoners work ing out of coiTections- 
conseiwation camps at Alberta in Baraga County 
and Shingleton in Alger County have perf'onned 
a wide variety of outdoor task s. 
There obriously is plenty of work to be done 
In cleaning up roadsides, lak e fronts and stream 
bank s. The operation would not put anyone out 
of a job because no one is doing the work thor­ 
oughly now. There are plenty of inmates avail­ 
able. 
Why, then, isn’t it being done? 
Prison officials say the coirections depari- 
ment doesn’t have the manpower to supervise 
the work and that the security responsibility 
cannot be turned over to other agencies. 
Nevertheless, the proposal has so much to 
recommend it that it seems that state and local 
officials would do well to conduct a joint study 
of the matter 
U> see if some program can be 
drafted to permit use of prison and jail inmates 
on anti-litter and anti-pollution work assign­ 
ments.

Poverty, Ecology 
Collide In Carolina 


By JOHN CHAMBERLAIN 
COLUMBIA. S.C. — Gov­ 
ernor Robert McNair, who has 
been running the state of South 
Carolina for five years, is a 
quiotly exasperated man. 
He 
has thrown himself into the 
business, 
started 
by 
former 
Governor Erne.st Hollings (now 
a U.S. Senator), of idustrial- 
izing the Carolina scene in a 
bra\-e attack on poverty, ig­ 
norance. and hook worm, onl.y 
to see some of his allies of a 
year ago walk out on him. T’ne 
reason for his dilemma is the 
sometimes perverse magic that 
resides in the new word “ecol­ 
ogy-” 
Last year, of course, the big 
W'ord in this neck of the woods 
was “poverty.” Senator George 
McGovern’s select committee on 
nutrition and human needs iiad 
listened to testimony in Wash­ 
ington about worms and de- 
diciency diseases in Beaufort 
and Jasper counties in the Car­ 
olina Low Country and had 
then proceeded to raise the roof 
about it. Among the most fer­ 
vent anti-poverty protesters be­ 
fore the committee was Charlc.s 
Fraser, the cmterprising creator 
of the magnificent new coastal 
recreation and rc.sort area on 
the .sea island of Hilton Head, 
where he “grows golf courses 
and tennis courts and things 
lik e that.” Nobody can fault 
Mr. Fraser for failure to do 
somthing for South Carolina, 
and 
nobody could 
fault 
his 
answers 
to 
Senator 
Yar­ 
borough’s questions about round 
worm and hook worm in Beau­ 
fort Count.y, either. 
“If I brought in a .iar of one 
child’s roundworms,” .'^aid Mr, 
Fraser, “a great many people 
would be thoroughly nauseated 
by it. It is not good dhm er table 
conversation. It is the sort of 
thing that is left unsaid, undis­ 
cussed, and unrepoiied through­ 
out the United States.”

Mr. Fraser’s Hilto n Head de­ 
velopment gives welcome em­ 
ployment to a whole ai-my of 
bus boys, gardeners, golf cad­ 
dies, cook s, waiters, cleajiing 
women, 
and 
shop 
employes, 
which means that he has been 
doing his best to tak e poor 
people in the Beaufort area off 
the relief (and parasite) stan­ 
dard of existence. But the Hil­ 
ton Head vacation land, just 
tak en by itself, is not enough. 
Wiith a five per cent unem­ 
ployment rate, and with 1,79 0 
families with incomes of less 
than $1,000 a year, the need for 
income in the Beaufort and 
Jasper coastal region remains 
glaring. 
Senator Hollings, who is on 
the spot with his liberal col­ 
leagues in Washington, spok e of 
the need for a wide distribut- 
tion of free food stamps, hot 
break fasts 
and 
lunches 
for 
school children, and other stop­ 
gap measures. 
But Governor 
McNair, look ing to the longer 
term, k ept pulling the strings 
to bring real factory jobs to tlio 
Lowland country around Beau­ 
fort. Last October he landed a 
real big fi.'-di: Badische Anilin 
and 
Soda-Fabrik 
(BASF), 
a 
German diemical company that 
was willing to put up a modern 
plant at 
Port Victoria, 
just 
acros.s from the old pirate har­ 
bor of Port Royal.

Ev ery thing wo uld hav e 
gone 
well if the nation had not, at 
this precise moment, chosen to 
go on the ecology k ick . The 
word “poverty” wa.s forgotten 
as the public, listening to the 
conservationists, suddenly be­ 
gan discussing what dredging a 
coupk of hump« in the channel 


leading to Port Victoria, pro­ 
posed 
site 
of 
the 
chemical 
plant, would do to disturb the 
shrimp and fish spawn of the 
Carolina tidelands. A shrimp 
boat, run by a small black co­ 
op on Hilton Head, went all the 
way to Washington to deliver 
some shrimp to Secretary of the 
Interior Hiek el and mak e a plea 
for the ecological status quo. 
Senator Hollings, who had 
been South Carolina’s pioneer 
job recruiter, made a 
rapid 
switch to a “neutral” position; 
he wa.>in’t tampering with the 
conservationists on the eve of 
Earth Day. The German chemi­ 
cal company, which had pro­ 
mised to meet any anti-pollu­ 
tion standards that the state of 
South Cai'olina proposed, re­ 
treated to a thoroughly mysti­ 
fied pasition as it waited for 
Secretary Hick el and Governor 
McNair to compose their dif­ 
ferences about a quarrel be­ 
tween 
“responsible 
conserva­ 
tionis t” and “preservationist 
conseiwationists.” As for Charles 
Fraser, the developer of the 
Hilton Head recration and re­ 
sort complex, he and his friends 
came down hard against the 
idea of bringing a chemical 
plant to the area. With their 
vacation 
paradise, 
they 
had 


caused 
enough 
change; 
they 
didn’t want any more. 
At the moment it look s as 
though ecology were winning 
over the concern for poverty in 
Carolina. But is it really a fight 
between ecology and man’s need 
for jobs? There is more to this 
than meets the eye, and the bat­ 
tle, as w'e shall see in a sub­ 
sequent column, has just been 
joined.

They may 
be based on fact or fantasy, but 
focr the people who have them , 
they are real. Real problems do 
not just go away. They m ust 
be dealt with. They don’t clear 
up because someone says they 
don’t exist or aren’t worth all 
the furor. Dissent can be con­ 
trolled by a show of force, but 
the source of the dissent will 
not be satisfied. This means 
tliat dissent will erupt again, 
probably more violently. 
A headache will not go away 
if one as k ick ed in the stomach 
a few times; it just doesn’t 
seem as im portant for a while.
